To rur northeast of the State of Maine, sepa.
;ated from it by the Bay of Fuandy, ia the

almost island of Nova Sootia. It contains
about half a million of inhabitants, and about ]
18,000 gquare miles of territory. For many

years, we may say centuries, it has been

allowed to make its own laws, eleoct its own |
officers, and in every way regulate its interna |
affairs, almost the game as an indepandent

province. The only rubjection to the British

Crown was in the appointment of certain

nominal officials, whose presence kept alive a

gpirit of loyalty, and reminded them, with-

out offense, of their connection with the

British Crown. Sunch was the state of the

province—a gort of utopian state—if we

ecan believe the Attorney:General—nutil the

idea was conceived of perfeoting the union of

the provinces. Against this little Nova

Sootia rebelled. She recogunized clearly that

in a gemeral assembly, her laws would bs

made by representatives coming from an en-

tirely distinet ocountry—from a zone different

from theirs. What could a native of Red

River, or a resident of Hudson Bay know of

the wants of Nova Scotia or the commerce of

Halifax? Then, again, she would have to

bear & burden of taxationm which to her was

new and startling. They state, in & formal pro- |
test, published a few days since in Tng Eves-
%0 TrLeeRAPH, that they pay mors than double
taxes, and do mnot recelve half as many
privileges as they did when they wera inde-

pendent. The result is that the membars of
the loyal Legislature, with but one excaption,

protest against the uvion as tyraoniocal, and

againat the spirit of the British Constitation.

They say that they are taxed by a Legislature
not elected by the people, and governed by |
rulers in whose gelection they have no voles, |
They are determined at e¢very hazard to free |
themselves from 80 oppressive a condition by
legal means if possible; but they are deter-
mined to befree. The Attorney-General, Hon.
William Wilkins, in a speech delivered in the
Honse, declared that he for one was ready
for anything rather than ‘‘the detestable con-
federation,”” and hinted clearly that if no
redress can be found at St. James thay will
gee il at Washinglon assistance cannot be
afforded.

We regret to see that certain papers in the
States are inclined to ridicule the statemant of
the Attorney-General, and to speak despair-
ingly of the wish of a people to bs free, be-
oanse they are small aud weak. The faot,
howaever, that from words spoken, tha Attor-
ney-General was oalled to socount, and much
alarm expressed at his ‘‘treasonable’’ remarks,
indicates that he but gave voice to a popu-
lar sentiment. A Government, strong
in itself can afford to treat with ocareless indif-
ference threats such as those uttered; but
when those threats bnt echo the thoughts of
the people, the smallest mutterings shoald ba
well heeded. There ia in the dizsatisfaction in
Nova Bceotia food for reflsction in the Uanitel
Btates. The province is a rich ome. It is
situated contiguons to the United States, as it
is the point furthest east to which all vessels
come. The ocean telegraph extends from it.
In truth, in many respects Nova Socotia wonld
be an socession to the United States most wel-
come and valuable. If this dissatisfaction ba
wide-gpread, surely it is not for us to langh at
it, or to use our influenca to sooth it down.
The conduct of the British Government towards
us has not been such as to cause us to lend
our aid to crush a rebellion in one of her pro-
vinces. BShounld we secure possession of Nova
Scotia, as 8 member of our Union, an entirely
new regime wonld be opened, we wonld eon-
trol the key to all foreign intercourse, and,
to a certaim extent, require all to say our
‘‘open gesame’’ to gain admittance to this con-
tinent. A different state of society wonld bs
found there. No more wounld we see snch a
gpectacle as that presented by the report of
emigration to the Provinces, which says that
“twenty-three thounsand two hundred and
seventy-six emigrants have arrived at To-
ronto dnring the present year, of whom only
3101 remained in Canade ' Ope emigrant in
ei‘ght remains in Cargda! Wonld such &
state be continued i (Le wize Government of
the United States had oharge of the rivers?
